“Anyone involved in the deaf 


community knows about this 
place and cherishes it.” 

Since the explosion, Coon 
Retelle, who currently works as 
a freelance interpreter, said 
many more people have become 
aware of the home, which is one 
of only two of its kind in the 
country. 


A long-time member of 


South Church, Coon Retelle 
mentioned the home’s situation 
to a fellow parishioner and 
friend during a church-spon- 
sored concert. 

“I showed her a pamphlet 


} and explained to her what hap- 


pened,” she said. “She suggested 
I bring this issue to the church’s 
board.” Working with associate 
pastor Kate Kallis, Coon Retelle 
did just that. 

“Then they made the very 


fast decision to depart from tra- 
dition and donate South 
Church’s entire Christmas Eve 
collection proceeds to New Eng- 
land Home for the Deaf,” she 
said. While the church tradition- 
ally donates its collection to 
local charities each Easter, such 
was not the tradition for Christ- 
mas Eve. 

“But they decided that even 
though there’s a great need with- 
in our building, they’d donate 
it,” Coon Retelle said. 

Since the church had sched- 
uled several Christmas Eve ser- 
vices, and flyers detailing the 
church’s intentions were mailed 
out, she said she expected the 
outcome to be “significant.” 

On Christmas Eve Day, Coon 
Retelle herself appeared in front 
of the pulpit, interpreting the 
sermon in American Sign Lan- 
guage as well as giving a small 
talk about the offering. 
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“During coffee hour I had { 
some pamphlets too. There was 
an enormous response,” she 
said. 

By Tuesday afternoon, Linda 
Hacker of South Church con- 
firmed that funds raised on Sun- | 
day totaled more than $13,000. 

“We're so pleased that we 
can support Shari,” Kallis said 
“It was beautiful to hear her sign 
and to know that she brings lan- 
guage to the deaf and elderly,” 
she added. 4 

Although the church has a 
long list of building repairs of its . 
own, Kallis was certain it did the 
right thing 

“It’s courageous they (the 
church board) did it this year,” 
She said. 

Like a true Good Samaritan, 
Coon Retelle remains modest 
regarding her role in the 
church’s decision, although she 
admits she’s excitedly awaiting 
the moment she'll hand New 
England Home for the Deaf a 
check. 

“I'm lucky to be the conduit 
for all this,” she said. “But it 
wasn't just me. There’s a higher 
power at work here, some- 
where.”

Whether capturing town 
events and local gatherings on 
film, or honoring the legacy of 
veterans, Edward “Ted” Cole 
will be remembered as one who 
helped others remem- 
ber. Cole died Sept. 13 
at age 85. 

A Navy veteran of 
World War II, Cole 
worked for the Craig 
Systems in Lawrence 
prior to becoming a 
branch chief of the 
Department of 
Defense Contract 
Administration Ser- 
vices. While in the ser- 
vice, Cole was highly 
decorated, earning two Purple 
Hearts, two Navy Unit Com- 
mendations and the Philippine 
Presidential Unit Citations. Nat- 
urally, he saw the importance of 
honoring those who served by 
his side. 

Concerned with the lack of a 
memorial for World War II vet- 
erans in Andover, Cole took 
matters into his own hands, 
donating the fiagpole himself 
and raising money to build a 
granite monument, which he

separate session for public

The controversial Wheels of 
Justice group, scheduled to visit 
Andover High School class 
rooms on Jan. 5, will hold a pre- 
sentation for the general public 
sometime later that evening, 
school Principal Peter Ander- 
son confirmed Friday. 

The public is not invited to 
hear the Wheels of Justice 
group when it talks with social 
studies students during the Jan. 
5 school day. 

Prior to the Wheels of Jus- 
tice’s visit, Andover High 
School will offer students, on 
Jan. 3, a presentation on First 
Amendment rights, Anderson 
said. Lawyers Peter Malaguti 
and Leonard Kesten will lead 
the discussion. 

“Plus we're awaiting com- 
muitments for two other speakers 
to accompany them that day,” 
he said. 

Anderson confirmed that 
additional speakers were 
planned for the following week, 
but would not say yet who the 
other speakers are or what they 
will discuss 


Long road to agreement 
The pro-Palestinian Wheels 
of Justice group originally was 


scheduled to appear in Andover 
in October, but Anderson can- 
celed its visit after receiving 
complaints from the Anti- 
Defamation League and Temple 
Emanuel’s Rabbi Robert Gold- 
stein. They said the group is 
one-sided and demonizes Israel. 

The day the visit was can- 
celed, about 1,000 students 
were given a sheet of paper with 
the headline “Speakers on 
human rights for Palestinians 
invited and then blocked at last 
minute by administration.” The 
paper was signed physics 
teacher Ron Francis. Francis 
has paid Andover High students 
to work for his Somerville 
Divestment Project, which 
sought to have Somerville end 
financial ties to Israel. Francis 
said his only involvement with 
bringing the group to Andover 
is that he exposed social studies 
teachers to it 

Six teachers, including 
teachers’ union president Tom 
Meyers, threatened the school 
with legal action following 
Anderson’s decision not to 
allow Wheels of Justice to 
appear 

In a statement dated Dec. 6, 
Anderson said he'd reviewed 
the matter, coming to the con- 


clusion that students would 
benefit from having not just 
one, but a series of programs 
about conflicts in the Middle 
East as well as the United States 
Constitution. 

“My goal has been to ensure 
that the presentation of the 
information resulted in a posi- 
tive learning experience for our 
students,” Anderson said. 

His plan, he said, is to for 
Wheels of Justice and, later, 
other speakers to offer different 
viewpoints regarding the con- 
flicts in the Middle East. 

Social studies teachers Mary 
Robb, Chandler Parker, Fred 
Hopkins, Patrick Patterson and 
Kathryn Pina called Anderson’s 
decision “a victory for freedom 
of speech” in a written state- 
ment issued earlier this month, 
but have not spoken with the 
Townsman. Robb, Pina and 
Hopkins all said they had no 
comment, while Parker and Pat- 
terson did not respond to a 
reporter's’ e-mail and phone 
call 

On its Web site, Wheels of 
Justice says it promotes “nonvi- 
olent alternatives to the current 
violence and advocates solu- 
tions to the roots of war in Iraq 
and Palestine/Israel.”

Le Petit Prince 
BY ANTOINE DE SAINT-EXUPERY

This unusual children’s story is refreshing; it also 
proves that some adventures take place far from home. 
E PETIT PRINCE, OR THE LITTLE PRINCE. is a French 
children’s novel that also delves into the philo- 
sophical realm. The narrator, an airplane pilot, 
crashes somewhere in the Sahara desert. 
While he is trying to figure out how he is going to get 
out of the desert, a serious young blond boy approach- 
es him and asks him to 
draw a sheep.

He left 
his home because a 
rose on his planet,

Despite a somewhat 
forced reconciliation, 
the little prince decides 

to leave the asteroid and explore the universe. When he 
first comes to Earth, he cannot find any humans because 
he is in the middle of the desert; however, he does 
encounter a snake who speaks to him in riddles 

As the story of how the little prince’s adventure 
unfolds — and it’s @ very unusual children’s story — his 
adventures become stranger and Stranger. 

Le Petit Prince was written in the early 20th century 
in French, and since then has been translated into many 
languages and is now read not only as a children’s novel, 
but as a philosophical exposé 

While whimsical and almost silly, this book has a 
meaning deeper than what one finds at the surface. Since 
this book is from a different culture, the writing style is 
quite different from English literature during the same 
period, but that is unique and refreshing. 

| recommend this book to anyone who enjoys whim- 
sical fiction and can suspend reality long enough to get 
through this short book 

I give Le Petit Prince an 8 out of 10. While most of 
the book is immensely entertaining and original, the 
ending is abrupt and, well ... you just have to read it.

Business captures family stories on DVD for next generations

A good story from an older relative 
can bridge the gap between genera- 
tions. So can a DVD made by Judy 
Goldstein Trerotola. 

Through her business venture 
Remember When ... Video Memoirs, 
Goldstein Trerotola is casting the near- 
forgotten days of family story time 
into a new, modern light. With the 
spotlight squarely on seniors, she 
wants to help families create a digital 
heirloom. 

“The response has been great,” said 
Goldstein Trerotola. “The subjects 
themselves have been really apprecia- 
tive of the chance to think back to 
things they haven't thought of in a 
long time, or to tell a story they 
haven't told their family.” 

In a nutshell, Goldstein Trerotola 
records the stories so that family mem- 
bers — and future generations — can 
hear them again and again. 

“Some people don’t like to talk 
about the past,” said Goldstein 
Trerotola of her interviewing tech- 
nique. “There are certain ways to get 
people to open up.” 

Most of Goldstein Trerotola’s time 
is spent editing, although she has 
honed her interview skills, as well 
with camera and lighting techniques. 

Goldstein Trerotola had worked for 
15 years in the field of senior housing 
before becoming co-chairwoman of 
Andover’s Council on Aging four 
years ago. 

Her service begins with a multi- 
hour interview and ends after hours of 
editing with a computer software pro- 
gram, she said. The result is a multi- 
media production of stories captured 
on video camera, accented with graph- 
ics, music and photographs of the per- 
son, all packaged on a DVD. 

“You learn a lot with each project.” 
said Goldstein Trerotola. “I feel like 
I’ve come a long way in various stand- 
points.” 

Before she conducts an interview, 
Goldstein Trerotola will have the sub- 
ject’s family members fill out a form 
outlining what they hope to have 
included on the DVD. This guides her 
preparation, 

After the interview, Goldstein 
Trerotola gathers as many pictures and 
other videos of the subject as she can 
to eventually add them to the video 
memoir.

chemist and Mr. Dalton came to mind. He agreed 
to help us. Just after he closed up shop for the 
night, he conducted a few tests with a Bunsen 
burner, liquid from bottles, and said 1t would take 
a day to get results. 

“The next evening we were there again. He 
asked us a lot of questions: what does it feel like 
to you, why does it melt, what does it smell like to 
you and what does it look like to you? We all 
gave what we thought were the right answers.

Perfumers say that ambergris is found only in 
the very best perfumes. The Long Island-area 
woman who now owns the ambergris was sum- 
moned to show it at a town board meeting. The 
local paper declared the woman the proud owner 
of “heirloom whale barf.” People from far and 
wide are flocking for a glimpse of the rare sub 
stance.
